Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.48(a), please add the name Eric Emmanual Alston, 393 
Burton Street, Fuquay-Varina, North Carolina 27526, as an inventor to the above-identified 
application. In support of this petition are included:

(b) A verified statement by Eric Emmanual Alston that the error in inventorship 
occurred without deceptive intention on his part;

(C.C.P.A. 1970). 

Therefore, it is respectfully requested that the omitted inventor be added to correct the 



inventorship.
